We are NOT responsible for the safe arrival of plants after they have been accepted in 
good order by the carrier. CLAIMS FOR DAMAGE IN TRANSIT (broken plants, delay in 
delivery, etc.) SHOULD BE FILED WITH THE CARRIER ON DELIVERY. 


Orders will be shipped when plants are ready and, depending on the stock, that will be 
in late winter or early spring. However, please indicate on your order when you would like 
to have the plants and we will let you know at once what we can do. 


All stock is labeled, true to name as given in this catalogue. 


We never substitute if sold out of a variety you have ordered and so suggest you 


PLEASE GIVE A SECOND CHOICE WHENEVER POSSIBLE. 


For years we have successfully shipped to distant places. Many thousands of plants— 
expertly packed—left our nursery and safely reached customers in many states, as far from 
Palo Alto as Maine and Florida, also Canada, the Canal Zone, the Territory of Hawaii, New 
Zealand, Germany, Great Britain, and South Africa. 


The demand for our specialties, particularly fuchsias, continues to increase yearly and 
so we always seem to be short of stock. 


Last season we were sold out of most items in less than three weeks after our wholesale 
catalogue was mailed out. This year, again, we expect to be sold out of Pelargoniums and 
other items in less than one month after this catalogue reaches you. Since our production is 
so limited, we urge you to order as soon as possible after you receive this catalogue. This 
is not high-pressure business but a statement of fact—each year the late orders are out of 
luck. Each year we mail back many orders that arrive too late. 


This does not apply to the new 1955 Fuchsia Introductions. We keep “open book” for 
them and hope to be able to supply orders throughout the season.

1955 INTRODUCTIONS 


For 1955 Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Hodges of Pacific Grove have again appointed us as 
their exclusive wholesale grower and distributor and we are, of course, equally pleased to 
be able to offer the new fuchsias of Mr. Horace M. Tiret of San Francisco. 


Merle and Ray Hodges raise their new seedling fuchsias in their famous Pacific Grove 
Fuchsia Gardens, from where have originated such fine varieties as Oregon Trail, Merle 
Hodges, Purple Sage, Royal Flush, Citation, Red Cap, Lilibet, and others. 


Horace Tiret is, of course, well known for his originations of former years, such as Rubeo, 
Swingtime, Enchanted, Streamliner, Lace Petticoats, Coronation, Voodoo, not to forget his new 
ones of the 1954 season we mention just two—Gay Paree and Wee One. 


Fuchsias by Brand, Jack Evans, Fuchsia-La, Haag, Hazard, Nelson and Waltz have been 


listed in our catalogues for years. This year we are pleased to add three new names as 
introducers of new fuchsias. Robert C. Erickson of San Jose for “San Jose,’ Leo A. Lee of 
Costa Mesa for “El Camino,” and R. A. Weber of Milwaukie, Oregon, for his “Golden 
Marinka.” 


Another new introduction, Pink Parfait, is featured on our list. While Clement Schnabel’s 
fine varieties of past years have been prominent in our catalogues, this is the first time we 
are introducing a brand new variety for him. 


This year again we have the pleasure of joint introduction with Victor Reiter, Jr., of his 
new 1955 originations. You may order them all from us—we are growing our own plants of 
the 1955 novelties listed below. 


The new seedlings are listed alphabetically. Price schedule is at end of description, 
page 7. 


BALI HI (Tiret)—Double corolla starts violet blue, opens to mauve-blue; tube and broad, 
upturned sepals white. Hanger with good foliage and an abundance of medium large 
flowers. Bali Hi stood the warm weather in Palo Alto quite well. 


BERKELEY (Reiter)—Originator’s description: This one is a large-flowered, free-blooming, 
vigorous variety. The opulent flowers of globular petalage and large recurved sepals hang 
in hundreds on a fast growing healthy plant. The flowers are basically brilliant Tyrian Rose 
but there is considerable seasonal variation in their coloring with marblings and edgings of 
varying intensity in the cooler season. The tube and sepals are paler than the petalage 
setting it off to advantage. We have introduced this one at the request of Mr. George 
Budgen to fill the requirements of a good plant suitable for cultivation and worthy of the 
name of our eastbay city, Berkeley, whose official flower is the fuchsia. “Berkeley” is a 
fuchsia for everyone, easy to grow, free and showy in flower and vigorous. 


CHEROKEE (Hodges)—Double corolla with large center petals and smaller out petals, many 
somewhat pleated. Flower opens purplish, then turns to a rosy hue with a smoky overcast 
toward petal edges. All petals are attached at the base to the broad deep pink sepals, 
causing the corolla to spread out flat as the sepals turn up. Exceptionally strong grower 
with dark foliage, best used as an espalier or hanger. Large flowers of most unusual shape 
and showy coloring. 


CHIQUITA (Reiter)—Originator’s description: This plant is a hanging-pot trailer exclusively. 
It has small crinkly, grass-green foliage which tumbles over hanging-pots in a many 
branched mass smothered with medium double flowers of pale rosy orchid. The flowers 
resemble the older variety Pastel in coloring but they are larger and more open and the 
coloring is much crisper. The clean coloring of the pastel flowers, the green of the dense 
mat of foliage and the absence of fading give Chiquita a unique quality. The plant is self- 
branching and does not produce berries. Recommended for the more experienced who can 
wait a few extra weeks for results. 


EL CAMINO (Lee)—Double corolla of large central petals and smaller spreading outer 
petals, white, heavily flushed and veined rose. Tube and short, broad upturned sepals rose 
red. Medium high, bushy grower, deep green medium-sized leaves. Medium large “lively” 
flowers show up well on the plant. 


GOLDEN MARINKA (Weber)—Illustrated on front cover. This is a sport of Marinka with the 
same easy, self-branching habit of growth, red stems and deep red flowers. However, each 
leaf is variegated with gold, specially near leaf edges, turning to cream as leaves mature. 
Veining in leaf is red and leaves are flushed red on underside. Unlike most variegated 
fuchsias, EVERY leaf on Golden Marinka is variegated. One of the best novelty hangers 
in many years. 


JAMBOREE (Reiter)—Originator’s description: A huge flowered double of brightest Carmine 
(HCC 21/1). The irregular petals of this immense crisp flower are a dazzling color, a real 
deep carmine, and the tube and sepals are of the same color in a slightly less intense 
shade. The flowers open carmine and do not fade at all. The foliage is large and glossy 
with reddish veining combining well with the large brilliant flowers. The plant is stiffly 
upright. This variety has been introduced because of its startling new color and not as a 
general purpose plant. Although it stands heat rather well it has a tendency to woodiness 
and must be pinched heavily to induce branching. This is a variety with which to amaze 
the fancier but is not intended as a top drawer landscaping variety. 


MILLIONAIRE (Tiret)—Fully double corolla deepest violet purple, short tube and broad 
sepals rose red to deep red, depending on exposure. Strong growing hanger with good 
foliage Very large flowers with the richest coloring of any double fuchsia. 


PINK PARFAIT (Schnabel)—Originator’s description: A descendant of Dorothy Louise 
(Schnabel, 1952) which is somewhat larger and.a shade lighter. The sepals are longer and 
more wing-like while the double spreading corolla extends its petalage between the sepals, 
i. e., tufts of guard petals appear at the base of the sepal edges. The entire flower is a clear 
shade of light ‘strawberry ice-cream pink’’ which does not fade. Pink Parfait is more open 
in growth than Dorothy Louise, displaying the flowers to good advantage. Arching branches, 
with medium foliage. To 3-4 feet. 


PINK POPCORN (Hodges)—Large corolla with four white, serrated and pink-veined central 
petals and numerous pleated, smaller outer petals’of phlox pink. Long waxy tube and broad, 
light pink, green-tipped sepals. The smaller outer petals are attached at their base to the 
sepals and so flare out horizontally as the sepals turn up. Medium strong hanger with 
good foliage. One of the showiest and most distinctive of all Hodges introductions. 


PIO PICO (Tiret)—Double corolla opens violet purple, turning to wine purple. Smaller outer 
petals splashed with fuchsia pink. Short tube and broad, reflexed sepals palest pink, inside 
of sepals deep pink. Strong growing espalier or hanger with good foliage. Very large 
flowers feature a long corolla and vivid coloring. 


SAN JOSE (Erickson)—This is a sport of San Pablo, identical in growth and size of flowers, 
but somewhat more trailing. The corolla is white, sepals rose pink to rosy red, depending 
on exposure. San Jose will be a good seller because it is a hanger, has the popular red- 
and-white coloring and very large flowers. 
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SEA SPRITE (Reiter)—Originator’s description: This is a strong upright grower of perfect 
branching habit and with exceptionally graceful double flowers in the pastel range. 
The well displayed flowers open into a burst of pale violet (blue) (HCC 36/3). The petals 
mound loosely into an airy crinkled globular mass nestled at the base of long spreading 
white sepals. The inner base of the “blue” petals is deep rose making the transition from 
the white sepals to the “blue” petalage indescribably charming. The older flowers “fade” 
to a clear rose self, a worthy color in its own right. Sea Sprite has no unsightly fading; it 
changes color without losing charm. One of our finest introductions and our No. 1 1955 
variety. It is easy and grows well but it is advised to give the plant cool conditions so that 
the delicate» beauty of the flowers can be developed to its maximum. 


TINKER BELL (Hodges)—Long single white corolla, veined soft pink. Tube and long, spread- 
ing and then upturned sepals range from white to pink, inside of sepals soft pink, deepening 
to carmine at tips. Typical medium-sized foliage of Hodges varieties. Spreading bush or 
best displayed as a hanger. Profusion of fairly large flowers of fine proportion and soft 
coloring, beautifully shown as a hanging basket at Pacific Grove. 


VIE EN ROSE (Reiter)—Originator’s description: Vie en Rose produces double medium sized 
flowers in the greatest profusion on a roundish well branched bush. The habit of growth 
resembles the G. Monk-Winston Churchill tribe with its small leaves, basal branching and 
bushy growth—the ideal pot habit. However, the flowers of Vie en Rose are not only more 
perfectly formed than those of the Churchill group but are of the most exquisite porcelain- 
like pastel coloring in pale rose and “blue.” The young flowers have broad sepals and 
dense full petals of pale tyrian rose mixed with light violet and occasional flecks of white. 
As the flower ages it becomes clear tyrian rose without apparent fading until it drops. 
As a pot plant or as foreground planting it fills a new niche. The admirer of perfection in 
coloring and flower form will enjoy this one. Easy. 


WHITTIER (Home Fuchsia Gardens)—Semi-double to double corolla, large center petals white, 
flushed pale orchid, shorter outer petals soft pink. Short tube and spreading sepals white, 
underside of sepals softest pink, tipped green. Under certain conditions flower varies from 
single to double and the entire corolla may be a self pale orchid pink. Medium grower, best 
displayed as a hanger.
